Foxdown  Housing  Estate. 

This  estate  consists  of  a  large  number  of  very  well  built  cedar- 
wood  buildings  formerly  occupied  by  the  staff  of  the  Bank  of 
England.  These  buildings  are  being  converted  into  41  self-con¬ 
tained  flats  with  four,  three,  two  and  one  bedrooms. 

The  flats  are  centrally  heated  and  (provided  with  electricity. 
They  are  connected  to  the  Council's  main  water  supply  and  main 
drainage. 

An  estimated  cost  for  these  conversions  was  £23,000. 


Bishops  Green  Hutment  Conversions. 

The  forty-five  Nissen  Huts  at  Bishops  Green  converted  into 
dwelling  accommodation  during  the  year  has  provided  each  family 
unit  with  the  following  accommodation  and  facilities: — 

2  Bedrooms.  1  combined  kitchen/living  room. 

1  small  scullery.  1  properly  ventilated  food  store. 

1  W.C.  Apartment. 

All  the  converted  huts  are  provided  with  main  drainage  and 
public  water  supply,  and  provision  is  being  made  for  each  hut  to 
be  supplied  with  electricity  and  independent  storage  accommoda¬ 
tion  during  the  coming  year. 

The  cost  of  each  conversion  was  approximately  £200.

The  Council  own  five  water  undertakings  and  provide  water  to 
the  Parishes  'of  Ashmansworth,  Kingsclere,  Laverstoke,  Overton 
and  Whitchurch  and  part  Parish  of  Ecchinswell.  Main  water  is 
supplied  to  2,415  properties,  the  remaining  2,461  properties  having 
their  own  private  supply,  i.e.,  well,  borehole,  etc.

The  water  is  obtained  from  a  ioin.  borehole  320  feet  deep  and 
lined  to  a  depth  of  190  feet  below  ground  level.  The  water  is 
pumped  at  the  rate  of  1,000  gallons  per  hour  by  two  Sumo  Sub¬ 
mersible  Pumps  (Coupled)  driven  by  electrical  power  to  an 
elevated  cast  iron  section  plate  reservoir  of  20,000  gallons  capacity.

Kingsclere  Water  Supply  ( Hannington  Pumping  Station ). 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  a  300  feet  deep  12m.  diameter 
lined  borehole^  The  Pumps,  which  are  of  the  Climax  deep  well 
rod  pump  type,  are  driven  by  a  5-h.p.  Lister  Oil  Engine,  lift 
approximately  250  gallons  per  hour.  This  is  much  below  the  true 
capacity  of  the  pumps  owing  to  the  pumping  gear  being  badly 
worn  and  it  is  recommended  that  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  replacement  of  this  plant  by  Sumo  Submersible  Electric  Pumps 
capable  of  800  gallons  per  hour  delivery. 

The  water  is  then  pumped  to  an  elevated  steel  plate  (riveted) 
reservoir  of  10,000  gallons  capacity.

No.  1  Borehole 
is  a  ioin.  bore  350  feet  deep  and  lined  to  a  depth  of  120  feet  below 
ground  level. 

The  water  is  pumped  by  a  15-h.p.  Sumo  Submersible  pump 
driven  by  electricity  and  capable  of  raising  10,000  gallons  per  hour. 

No.  2  borehole  is  240  feet  deep  lined  to  a  depth  of  140  feet 
and  14m.  in  diameter.

Thisipump  does  not  give  its  maximum  output  owing  to  its  age; 
it  was  installed  in  1928,  and  consideration  should  be  given  to 
replacing  this  pump  by  a  Sumo  Submersible  pump,  capable  of 
pumping  15,000  gallons  per  hour,  in  order  to  meet  the  ever  increas¬ 
ing  demand  of  water  supply  for  Whitchurch. 

The  water  is  pumped  to  an  elevated  reservoir  immediately 
overhead.  The  reservoir  is  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete  i8ins. 
thick  and  has  a  capacity  of  180,000  gallons.

SEWAGE. 

Sewage  Works  are  situated  in  the  Parishes  of  Ecchinswell  and 
Sydmonton,  Kingsclere,  Laverstoke,  Overton  and  Whitchurch. 

In  the  Parishes  of  Laverstoke,  Overton  and  Whitchurch  the 
sewage  is  raised  by  pumps  to  settling  tanks  and  filter  beds.  In  the 
Parishes  of  Ecchinswell  and  Sydmonton  and  Kingsclere  the  sewage 
reaches  the  disposal  works  by  gravitation  and  passes  through 
settling  tanks  and  filter  and  thence  by  land  irrigation.
